LARC CONSTITUTION 


Article 1... Definitions 


The following definitions shall apply to all club by-laws and resolu- 
tions unless otherwise specified. "Act" means the Corporations 
Act of Ontario, and any Act that may be substitute therefore, as 
from time to time amended. "Board" means the Board of Directors 
of the Club. "By-laws" means this by-law and all other by-laws by 
the club. "Club" means the "Lakehead Amateur Radio Club" Incor- 
porated as a corporation without 


share capital under the Act by Letters Patent dated the 30LhDay 
of July 1979. "Meeting" includes an Annual Meeting, Special 
Meetings, and Regularly Scheduled Meetings of the members. 


Article 2 ... Membership 


2.1 Classes of Membership There shall be SIX classes of 
membership. 


A: Full Membership, Voting Privileges 


Full membership shall be open only to individuals holding an ama- 
teur certificate of radio proficiency as issued by the Department of 
Communications. 


B: Associate Membership, Non Voting Privileges 


An Associate membership shall be available upon approval of the 
Board and shall be open to: 


1) Persons not holding a valid certificate of radio proficiency 
but who demonstrate a genuine interest in the affairs of the club, 
or; 


2) Licensed amateurs who, by location (non-resident of 
Thunder Bay) or are unable to attend regular meetings of the club. 


Cc: Family Membership 


A Family membership shall be granted to all family members hold- 
ing valid licenses and shall be eligible to vote on club matters and 
hold office. 


Family membership shall include at least one adult with licence 
and any other members of his/her immediate family residing at the 
same address holding valid licenses. 


D: Student Membership 


Membership of this type will be open to persons holding a valid 
licence and/or interested in amateur radio and are presently en- 
rolled in a full time education facility. 


Student members shall not have the right to vote or to hold office 
while under 18 years of age. 


E: Life Membership The number of members in this class 
shall not exceed (6) six. Awarded to licensed amateurs who have 
provided outstanding leadership or service to the club. These 
members shall have full voting privileges and are exempt from 
payment of annual dues. Members in this group shall be called 
the SENATE. This group may make recommendations which will 
be considered by the board. 


F. Corresponding Members Membership of this category 
shall have the right to receive the club publications. They 


shall not have the right to vote or hold office. Terms of Member- 
ship The interest of a club member is not transferable. Resigna- 
tion Members may resign by written notice to the club secretary. A 


member resigning before year end shall not be entitled to any 
refund of dues. 

Annual Membership Dues 

Annual Membership dues shall be established from time to time, 
after due notice, by a vote of the members present at a meeting, 
and shall take effect in the month of September. 

Life Members are not required to pay dues. 

Memberships are due and payable annually and shall run from 
September 30th to September 29th of each year. 

Members in default of payment of annual dues on October 31 st 
shall cease to be members. 

Article 3 ... Boards and Committees 


Officers 


The Officers of the Club shall include President, Vice-President, 
Recording Secretary, Treasurer and any such other Officers as 
the Board may determine. 


Number of Directors and Quorum 


The affairs of the Club shall be managed by its Board of Directors 
until changed in accordance with the Act, the number of Directors 
shall be (8) eight of whom (5) five shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. Notwithstanding vacancies, the remaining 
Directors may act if constituting a quorum. 


Qualifications 


No person shall qualify as a Director unless he/she is 18 or more 
years of age and shall be a full member of the club at the time of 
election and throughout the term of office. (See Article 


2.1 Sub Para A-F). Nominating Committee The President shall 
appoint a nominating committee at the June meeting. The com- 
mittee shall 


present a slate of Officers and Directors at the September meet- 
ing and nominations shall be accepted from the floor at this time. 


Election of Board and Term of Office. The whole Board shall be 
elected at the September meeting and will hold office from that 
meeting to September meeting each year or until their successors 
are duly elected. Retiring 


Directors shall be eligible for re-election. The election may be by a 
show of hands unless a majority of those present and voting de- 
cide to vote by ballot. 


3.6 


The members may, by resolution passed by at least two thirds of 
the votes cast therein at a meeting called for the purpose, remove 
any Director before the expiration of the term of office and may, 
by majority vote at that meeting elect any member in his or her 
stead for the remainder of the term.

The office of Director shall be vacated upon the occurrence of 
any of the following events: 


Vacation of Office 


If, by such notice in writing to the club, the Director resigns and 
if such resignation is not effective immediately, it becomes ef-

If an order is made declaring the Director mentally incompetent 
or incapable of managing his/her affairs, 


If the Director ceases to be qualified as provided in Article 3.3 
(Qualifications), 


If the Director has been removed from office by resolution as 
provided in Article 3.6, or; 


If a receiving order is made against the Director or if an assign- 
ment is made under the Bankruptcy Act. 
3.8 Filling Vacancies 


Vacancies on the Board may be filled for the remainder of the 
term of office either by the members at a meeting called for this 
purpose or by the Board. 


3.9 


The Board may appoint a time and place for regular meetings. 
Notice of meetings of the Board, stating the time and place, 
shall be given to each Director, but no other notice shall be re- 
quired for any such regular meeting. 


Regular Board Meetings 


The September meeting shall include both the newly elected 
Board and the retiring Board members. The purpose of this 
meeting is to facilitate an orderly turning over of responsibilities, 
minute books, and accounting records as well as a briefing on 
all committee operations (See Article 3.5). 


3.10 


Other board meetings may be held from time to time at the call 
of the President or any two Directors. Notice of the time any 
place of every meeting so called shall be given to each Director 
not less than 48 hours before the time of the meeting is called. 
No notice of meeting shall be necessary if all the Directors are 
present or if those absent waive notice of, or otherwise signify 
consent to such a meeting being held.

Provided that a quorum of Directors is present, each newly 
elected Board may, without notice, hold its first meeting immedi- 
ately following the meeting of members at which such Board 
takes office (See Article 3.2 and 3.5).

At all meetings of the Board every question shall be decided by 
a majority of the votes cast on the question. In case of a tie 
vote, the chairperson shall have the deciding vote if he/she has 
not already vacated the chair to vote.

6.2 Indemnity

at the Club's request as a Director or Officer of a body corpo- 
rate of which the Club is or was a shareholder or creditor, and 
his/her heirs and legal representatives, against all costs, 
charges and expenses, including an amount paid to settle an 
action or satisfy a judgement, reasonably incurred by the Direc- 
tor or Officer in respect of any civil, criminal or administrative 
action or proceeding to which he/she is made a party by rea- 
son of being or having been a Director or Officer of the Club or 
such body corporate, if: 


1) he/she has acted honestly and in good faith with a 
view to the best interests of the Club, and 


2) In the case of a criminal or administrative action or 
proceeding that is enforced by a monetary penalty, he/she had 
reasonable grounds for believing that his/her conduct was law- 
ful. 


The Club shall also indemnify such person in such other cir- 
cumstances as the Act or law permits or requires. Nothing in 
this by-law shall limit the right of any person entitled to indem- 


nity to claim indemnity apart from the provisions of this by-law. 
6.3 Insurance 


Subject to the Act, the Club may, from time to time, purchase 
and maintain such insurance for the benefit of any person re- 
ferred to in Article 6.2 or any other liability coverage.

Banking Arrangements 


The banking business of the Club shall be transacted with 
banks or trust companies as may from time to time be desig- 
nated by or under authority of the Board. Such banking busi- 
ness or any part thereof shall be transacted under such agree- 
ments, instructions and delegations of powers as the Board 
may prescribe or authorize. 


Approval of Expenditures 


The Board may approve any single expenditure up to $150.00. 
Expenditures over $150.01 must be approved by the generai 
membership.

The informal 
nature of the Club may be maintained until an issue of contro- 
versy has been moved and seconded, at that point the Chair- 
person may invoke Roberts Rule as the procedure to follow.
